fluency, He pronounces the most 
ditiieult words with an accuracy that 
is wonderful, considering that he 
has never since childhood heard the 
sound of a human voice. He could 
generally follow my remarks by 

Watching my lips closely. On Iwo or 
three occasions, when I. failed to 
make myself understood. I would 
thoughtlessly raise my voice almost 
to a shout. Hut as the shout and the 
whisper were alike inaudible, he 
OOUld not enjoy B smile at my ridi- 
culous actions. His Wife is a deaf- 
mute, and a few days ago she
